exaftneſs as was poſſible, inſerting nothing but what there hath 
been ſufficient Evidence for : But in ſome things the Narrative

of a goed Notary n the Court, and a Copy of the Record, 
comes forth much more imperfett than otherwiſe it might have 
done.

nation, as he ſo often declared ; if ſubmitting to a Tryal 7

take heed for the future ? he anſwered, Yea, and he had taken it ſo 
far as he could with a good Conſcience : upon Which the Lieut, told 
him he ſhould firetch for it, and if be were not hang'd he would be 
hang'd for him. Tohn Tames told him, he was/not carefull in that 
matter, and that they could do ne more than they ſhould be ſuffered 
by the Lord to do : The Lieur, told him, he thought he was got care-' 
full, for he had a mind to be hang'd as ſome of his holy Brethren that 
went before him. Joh» Iames defired he would not ſpeak fo lightly. 
The Lient. ſpake ſomething alſo abou the Fifth Kingdom, and asked: 
him; whether it. was not his Principle? who told him he did own 
the Fifth Kingdom Which mnft come : whereupon they laughed one 
upon another 'and faid, Now they had it from his own month. - Some- 
thing alſo was charged upon him abour his learning to ſound a Trum- 
pet, in order to a Riſing with Venvers Party ; To which he ſaid, there 
was a Friend of his who lay in his houſe, minding to go to Sea, being 
to learn to ſound, defired he might have liberty to be raught in his 
houſe , but he never learned himſelf, neither was he one of thoſe in 
that Riſing, judging ic to be a raſh a&, Then the Lieut. of the Tower 
called in Capt, Hodgkin, who commanded the Party of Soldiers that 
ſtood at the door, and ſaid, Take this man, be carefull of him, and 
commit him Cloſe Priſoner to Newgate.

read "with a low voice, the Relator could not hear, but this he faw, 
that one of the Witneſſes refuſed to take his Oath, ſaying, That there

Rices ſaid, That this which was written, and that which was heard, 


was all to one purpoſe, therefore take it ; but he refuſed Ir again ; 
yet it being .tendred once more, with much perſwations, entreaties, 
and threatnings to ſend him to Priſon if he refuſed it, he rook it 3 afcex 
which the Lieutenant ſaid, he knew nothing to the contrary but thar 
this buſineſs might be worth to them 100 1. apiece : after this O/- 
burn (who was a Seaman) ſaid, I cannot lay, but muſt go to Sea for 
a livelihood, for Iam poor : Then Juſtice Chard faid to the Lieut.

Then the Court called 1obn Tipler the firt Witneſs, the Judge bid-: 
ms. 7 look upon the Priſoner. Serj. Glynne asked hing what he 
could-ſay concerning the words ſpoken by [ohn [ames ? Who ſaid 
(at the rime in the Inditment alledged, which was on Saturday) he 
was at a houſe near adjoyning-unto the place where they uſually did 
meet, and that about rwo of the Clock in the afternoon he flood at a 
* Window in a Yard, next  adjoyning to the Mecting-place, and ſaw 
Tobn Tames, the'perſon ar the Bar, preaching ( as they call ir, ſaid he), 
and repeated the words that were opened by Serj. Keeling exaQly, 
only further, that he did wonderfully adore Ol;ver Cromwel, laying, 
That every. finger of his was a Champion, and that when they had 
Power again they (ſhorld\do the work, moſt thorowly ; and faid, that 
thereupon he told it preſently to a Juſtice, and afterwards to a Neigh- 
bour of his,who wasin an extream fright and horror, and ſo they both 
Went together to Alderman Chard Juſtice, who then came immediatly 
and urprizedand ſeized upon them; the vyomen only they let go, but 
the meieche Juſtice did:commir to Priſon that would not take the Oath 
of Allegiance ; That they ſeized John James in the Pulpit where he 
was preaching when they came in, The Court askt him what time of 
the day it was ? and he faid it was about two of the clock in the af- 
rernoon, And they asked him where he ſtood ? and he faid, he ftood- 
direQly oppfic .in a Window in a Yard next adjoyning unto the Meet- 
ing-place, and that he could eafily diſcern him.

him to come out and hearken, and he heard very dangerous words, 
The Judge asked him what thoſe dangerous words were ? he faid he 
could remember no more than this, that one ſaid, That the Lord had 
a great Work to do for his People, and that they were the People that 
muſt do it, The Judge askt him, if he heard nothing concerning the 
Kings Cup of Iniquity ? to which he anſwered, No. And they bid him 
look upon the Priſoner at the Bar, and askc if that were the man ? he 
anſwered, he could not fay that he was the man. 
 Whereupon [ohn Iames defired the Judge to ask him, if he was 
the man? and he turned his. face towards John lames, as if he di- 
rected his ſpeech to him, and ſaid, he conld not ſay he was the man. 

Another was Bernard Osbura, whom the Judge commanded to 
look upon the Priſoner at the Bar, and tell the Court what he heard 
him ſay conceraing the King and the Power that were now in being, 

Hereupon John 1ames told Osburn, he hoped he was a man of ſome 
Conſcience and Integriey, and that he feared wrongfully to take away 
the Life of a man, and how great a fin it was, cipectally to ſhed the 
Blood of them that feared the Lord. 

Then the Court. askt the Witneſs, where he was when the words 
were ſpoken ? he faid he was in the Meeting-place, and he ſaid he

the Ruin of the King ? he anſwered, Yes, he heard him lay, That the 
Ryine of the King was very near, Then they askt him, it thoſe were

Having done this, the Fudge told John [ames he had liberty to 
ſpeak for himſelf. 

Whereupon he defired the fayour of the Court to thoſe Witneſſes 
he had attending the Court in reſpe& of Bernard Osburn,Wheceupon 
_ four Witneſſes were called into the Court,that gave Evidence that this ' 

Bern.Osbzrx confefled to them , he had ſworn againlt John James he 
knew not vyhat : one of them declared further and more largely (thar - 
was near marriage to Bernard Os burn ) that he had told her, be did 
wot only ſwear he knew not what, but that he was afrighted into what 
he ſwore : he did ſay, That what he ſwore to, was fiſt ſworn.to by 
another man, and then brought to him in writing, The former Wit- 
nefles declared, That moreover they deſired tro know of Bernard,what 
he had ſworn againſt Toh [ames, and he told them, he could nat tell 
except he heard the words repeated , ( ou B. Osburn denyed in 
the face of the Court that eyer he faid any ſuch things.) Jobn James 
then told the Court, he had ſeveral Witnefles attending the Court thar 
were free, if they pleaſed, to prove, that the words charged upon him 
were not ſpoken. The Judge cold him he might call in as many Wir- | 
nefſes as he would, yyhereupon ſohn [ames called in four Witnefles 
more, all which did teſtifie in the face of the Court, that the words

"A Friend coming to viſit him at the Ki»gs-Bench, aod finding him 

in his Bed, went to his Bed fide and asked him how he did ? He 
then made relation of the ſeveral wayes that God and man had taken 
with him : told that Friend, that touching his Spirit be had much to 
do while in Newgate ; that one whole day and night he was aſfauked 
wich yezy horrible Temptations, and ſometimes was much prefſed- to 
make known to his Brethren what he met withal ; bur this Satan hin» 
dred for a long time, telling him ic would bur expoſe him to be {light- 
ed, &c, But at laſt the Lord —_— he did acquaint them: with 
his Condition, who immediatly bertook themſelyes to Prayer for hin, 
and God was near unts-chem, and broke in upon him with thatr-word, 
2.Sam. 23. 5. Although my: hotſe be 'net fo with God; yet he hath 
made with me an everlaſting Covenant, ordered.in all things and ſure; 
Which came with wonderfull efficacy, and (ſaid he) for preſent ſer me 
into perfect liberty from all my fears : - but in ſome time Sataii came 
on again, 'and would endeavour to weakenthe force of rhe.

deemer, according to the word of Prophecy ſpoken of him in this 
caſe, Pſal. 22, 12, 16, Fourthly, in that they robbed him of his 

Garments; for when they had condemned him, the Kings- 
Bench Jaylors took away his Cloak from him. And fifthly, in 
"that he was to be hanged on a Tree, and that his Bowels were to 
be poured forth like water, and his Body not ſuffered to be put 
into a Grave, but ſet upon Poles, as is foretold of them, Rev.1r, 

To all his Friends that came to vifit him he gave good Encou- 
ragement to Perſeverance and Conſtancy in the matters of Wor- 
ſhip and Teſtimony ; and that they ſhould not fear mans fear, 
nor be afraid, afluring them, that ſufferings from man for Righte- 
ouſneſs were not ſo bad as they ſeemed to be. 

He did not like to ſee any that came to him- to-weep or be ſad, 
he would fill tell them, that concerning him they had no cauſe 
to mourn, but rather to rejoyce ; for the Joy.of the Lord was his 
ftrength, and he was going to his Father,even to God his exceed- 
ing joy. But he ſaid to-his Friends, they would. rather ſee cauſe
